"HICCOUGHS OF THE SEA" 


Scientists Explain Frequent Report* 


of Cannonading Heard In the 


North Sea. 


Paris.—The frequent reports, which 


subsequently were not confirmed, that 
heavy cannonading had been heard in 
the North sea, have led to an investi- 
gation by scientists. It was thus dis- 
closed that the reports of detonations 
were authentic, although no firing took 
place. 


Scientists who were on the lookout 


for a repetition of this phenomenon 
were rewarded by hearing loud detona- 
tions off the coast on a day when it 
was known that no naval action what 
ever was in'tprogress. This phenome- 
non was noted along the French coast, 
off the Department of Pas-de-Calals. 
Abbe Morenx of the observatory at 
Bourges came to the conclusion that 
these loud reports were simply what 
the Belgians call "mistpoeffers," or ex- 
plosions of fog. They are called "hic- 
coughs of the sea" In Holland, and 
sometimes are referred to as marine 
bombs. The same phenomenon has 
been observed on the banks of the 
great lakes and on the.great plains of 
the Delta of the Ganges. 


After^he theory that these detona- 


tions were produced by artillery had 
been discarded, it was thought possible 
that they were the result of electrical 
discharges. Finally Abbe Moreux no- 
ticed that the appearance of this phe- 
nomenon was generally simultaneous 
with reports of explosions of firedamp 
in mines. 


The electrical action of the sun upon 


the surface of the earth, the abbe says, 
provokes movements favorable to the 
expansion of Imprisoned gases where- 
ever there are fissures in the crust. 


These gases, liberated from their 


prisons, explode and cause at the same 
time explosions of firedamp and earth- 
quakes. The abbe pointed out that 
earthquakes are always preceded by 
noises resembling distant detonations 
of Artillery. Vibrating shocks originat- 
ing in the interior of the crust of the 
earth may produce sonorous waves, 
which are quite perceptible if the at- 
mosphere is in repose. 


Abbe Moreux says that meteoro- 


logical conditions do not, as has been 
supposed, cause the phenomenon, al- 
though they may favor its production.

verified at Ohevghell, the first frontier 
town. The most violent epidemic of 
typhus in history is taking Its toll 
of a country that already has suffered 
too much. Exactly one-halt the staff 
of the American hospital at 6hevgheli 
was found to he suffering from the fe- 
ver. And no wonder. A mission of 
four doctors and eight nurses under 
Dr. E. P. Butler founct on its arrival 
more than a thousand wounded In the 
old tobacco factory at that place, and 
the number has since Increased to 
2,500, with no running water, and any 
water at all five blocks away. It Is 
Impossible to convey either to Ameri- 
cans or to those familiar with Red 
Cross work on the western front, any 
idea of what besieges Serbia. 


"Oh, yea," said one cheery little 


American nurse from Kansas City, 
"we are used to having our wounded 
arrive and to find maggots when we 
open the temporary dressings. We 
are used to horror after horror. But 
with surgery we can do something. 
With typhus it is different It is a 
lice given disease and there are al- 
ways lice where there is crowding and 
the primitive notions of sanitation 
that prevail in Serbia. In a crowded 
hospital like this there 1« no human 
way of fighting It, no way to segre-

There reports of conditions farther 
north began to come through. la Val- 
Jevo alone there are nearly 4,000 cases 
of typhus. More than forty Serbian 
doctors have succumbed in the last 
two months and nobody has yet com- 
puted the number of patients who 
have died. 


In Nlsh, at the second reserve 


camp for Austrian prisoners, men have 
been dying like flies, and the last of 
the Austrian ' doctors was stricken 
three days ago. Needless to say, in 
a country overwhelmed with its own 
problem its prisoners fare no better 
than the rest 


Only the Austrian officers seem to 


enjoy any comfort That they are not 
altogether miserable Is evidenced by 
the fact that on the day Sir Thomas 
Lipton and a group of friends went 
out to visit the Interned officers only 
a few of them were up, although it 
was three o'clock In the afternoon. 
The Serbian colonel in command of 
the Quarters where £35 officers are pris- 
oners explained Indulgently that the 
previous night had been "what you 
English call an evening of it." As 
three of the officers were from the 
opera company at Budapest and four 
were from the Bohemian opera com- 
pany at Prague, there had been a con- 
cert, and the three francs' dally allow- 
ance given the prisoners had been 
made to yield wine enough to accdunt 
for the next days' late hours.

the common soldiers It Is different. 


Nlsh itself, as even the most patri- 


otic Serb will tell you. Is a wretchedly 
dirty town. In normal times its popu- 
lation is 20,000. Now it has more 
than 100,000. Refugees sleep in the 
streets. A bed In the worst hotel in 
town Is likely to be yours only as the 
•polls of war after you have called in 
the ministry of foreign affairs and ex- 
press before the hotel keeper an abso- 
lute Indifference as to price. What 
yon get for your trouble Is often a 
room on the courtyard, and likely as 
not the court is used by the cook, who 
buy* his Iambs bleating and brings 
them alive from the market in the 
Prince Michell square.

English Training Camp. 


I nave been allowed to see one of 


the big English training camp* o 
volunteers. The camp is at Aldershot, 
where for years the English govern 
ment has maintained a military post 
The troops at Aldershot, officers ant 
men, are almost entirely composed o 
volunteers. 
They are young men 


from school, the government deparl 
meats, the shop, the farm and the fac- 
tory. Thus far England ha* main 
tained its strict standard of military 
requirements from the standpoint o 
the stamina and general physique o 
the men allowed to enter the ranks 
So it Is that at Aldershot the thousands 
undergoing training are sturdy youths 
capable of enduring the hardships o: 
the soldier's life in field and in bat- 
tle. 


Dally one hears discussed the qnes 


tlon as to whether or not before this 
war Is over this country must resort 
to conscription. There are men who 
are holding back from enlistment who 
think that the foe can be overcome 
without their aid. The msn who so 
think apparently are disdainful of the 
desire of the authorities that nothlni 
shall he said or thought which shall 
tend to belittle the strength of the 
enemy. 
The average Englishman 


tells the American willingly that the 
Germans are a great, people and that 
as yet the Germans have not exhibited 
their full military strength on either 
front of battle. The Englishman who 
goes out to fight or who would go if 
some physical disqualification or age 
did not prevent him from going, has 
little use for his brother man who, 
able to fight, rests at home on the 
feather bed, feeling that his services 
will not be needed. 


Making of Officers. 


They are training officers at Alder- 


shot as they are training enlisted men. 
For the most part it seemed to me that 
the officers had been given some pre- 
liminary training either In what we 
Americans call school brigades or m 
some of the organizations semlmlll- 
tary in nature which England, like 
otber countries, has In numbers. The 
young officers work from reveille to 
taps every day at their task of learn- 
ing. 
Anyone ot the veteran noncom- 


missioned officers now serving as drill 
masters knows more of camp cam- 
paigning and battle matters than any 
of the commissioned ones under tutel- 
age. 
But these youngsters wearing 


the insignia ot rank for the first time 
seemingly are much In earnest. They 
have a lot to learn, but they are try- 
Ing to learn it quickly, for Englishmen 
seem to know the dire need of trying 
to combine thoroughness with haste 
In the present time of danger. 


The women of England, like the 


women of Germany, Prance and Aus- 
tria, are working as hard In their own 
way as are the men. There 1* no line 
of endeavor outside that of the actual 
bearing of firearm* which the women 
ot England are not following 
The 


boys work and the girl* work, and 
their aid, it is said here, ha* bul- 
warked the general strength of the 
nation. It always ha* been inconceiv- 
able to an American boy why the av- 
enge Englishman baa looked upon 
woman a* just a little bit his interior. 
The American learned long ago that 
woman waa man's superior, certainly 
In moral courage and very likely, 
when the pinch come*, In physical 
courage. I have heard It said in Lon- 
don that thi* war 1* bound to change 
the view that the Englishman for cen- 
turies ha* taken of the Englishwoman1 
and, for that matter, of the woman 
of every other nation on earth.

merchant, said: 


"There is a fear that alter the war 


is over, and the millions of men now 
at the front have returned to peaceful 
industry, we shall be unable to com- 
pete with the cheap labor of Europe, 
and that in consequence we shall lose 
whatever trade in manufactured goods 
we may have been able to develop 
during the military preoccupation of 
Germany and England, who are our 
chief competitors. 


"It has been calculated that if this 


war lasts a year, or until the first ol 
August next, the national debt of the 
belligerent nations will approximate 
$42,000,000.000.. Adding to this the 
indebtedness of cities and other polit- 
ical sub-divisions of the countries at 
war, there is a total of probably not 
less than fifty billion dollars, the in- 
terest on, and emortization of which 
will have to be provided for by taxes 
which will be laid upon an aggregate 
population of about 350,000,000 per- 
sons. 
This population, therefore, 


faces an Indebtedness of about $150 
per capita. 


"The 
United States department of 


commerce has lust completed an in- 
vestigation Into the national, state 
and municipal indebtedness of 
the 


United States. Its figures indicate 
that the total political debt of this 
country, less sinking funds, 1. e., net 
debt, is $4,050.467,713, or about $48.60 
per capita for a population estimated 
at one hundred millions. 


"This comparison between the po- 


litical debt of Europe and that of the 
United States is. Introduced because 
It brings Into relief the most Im- 
portant question to be considered in 
connection with the future. Are the 
people willing and able to submit to 
the heavy taxation which will be nec- 
essary to support the Integrity of the 
enormous debt with which the war 
has saddled them and their poster- 
ity? It not, a partial or entire de- 
fault will occur, and the result will 
be general financial demoralization 
which will restrict trade throughout 
the world, whether it be intranatioii 
•1 or International. 


"There are, however, two different 


methods which may be followed by 
nations which find themselves una- 
ble to meet their political or national" 
debts. One is direct repudiation and 
formal refusal to pay. The adoption 
of this method seems unlikely. The 
other method that may be followed 
by the nations unable or willing to 
meet their national debts, In infla- 
tion, or the legalisation of an .Irre- 
deemable 
paper 
currency, 
which 


gradually depreciates in value M 
compared with real property and so 
defers or gradually wipes oat the 
obligations of 
the Issuing govern- 


ment to its creditors. Unless this 
taper currency be ultimately redeem 
ed In cold the effect I* a cancellation 
of the obligations of the debtor to 
the creditor clan and confession of 
practical bankruptcy.

All the beneficiary 
had to do was to separate himself or 
herself from a cash fee of a size com- 
mensurate with the magnitude of the

chine possessed superhuman Intclli 
gence; it knew its business; one of 
the prerequisites to its divination ac- 
tivities was the payment of the stipu- 
lated fee. But Curtis invariably made 
the mistake, so his professed victims 
allege, of falling to "divine" anything

London. — When 709 look drowsily 


from your pillow otit of your bedroom

tries of this big city are on duty. Lon- 
don expects a visit from tbe Zeppelins 
and vigilance is in no wise relaxed. 
The old words of tbe hymn, "Watch- 
man, What of the Night?" constantly 
recur to one who walks the (loom- 
shrouded streets. 


London at night, however, la not 


wholly dark. Today, or should one 
say tonight, there is one light where 
once there were ten, but the one suf- 
fices to allow the stroller to pick his 
way and to avoid tbe street corner pit- 
falls. There are guns still pointing 
skyward from many * London root. 
They are harmless looking weapons 
from the viewpoint of the street, but 
they are of long range and are- uald 
to be of deadly precision. 


Thus far, or at any rate up to the 


time of this writing, London has been 
immune from the attacks of aircraft. 
What may befall some night no one 
knows. The signs of warning are still 
posted along tbe streets. The. city 
dwellers are toldjhot only to beware 
of the bombs of an enemy but of the 
falling fragments of the shells .of the 
borne guns exploding In the pathways 
of the aeronaut Invaders. 


Humorous Side of It, 


There is a somewhat humorous fea- 


ture about one type of the displayed 
poster of warning and 
Instruction. 


One great sheet has on It in black sil- 
houettes the types of the alien air- 
ships and those of the home land. The 
people are asked to study them and to 
learn the differences. 
A man might 


as well try to commit to memory the 
whole table of logarithms from minus 
infinity to plus Infinity as to fix in his 
mind the trifling variations in con- 
struction and contour of the airship 
°f the enemy and of the airship of 
the friend. When night has fallen the 
task of differentiation would be mul- 
tiplied until learning the Bible back- 
wards, with Shakespeare, Moliere and 
the dictionary of all the languages of 
the world thrown in, would be a Job of 
comparatively easy accomplishment. 


London Is not so full of marching 


troops as once It was. The volunteers 
go quickly to the tninlng camps. The 
enlistment efforts are as energetic as 
they have been at any time In tbe 
Put. but, of course, as tbe material,

ably than New York or Chicago would 
be In circumstances akin to those ex- 
isting here. The Englishman is great 
for freedom of speech and this is why, 
probably, that men are allowed to 
speak publicly in Hyde Park and Re- 
gent's park against war, aad so 
strongly in favor of Immediate peace 
without much regard to terms that it 
would seem to tbe stranger and the 
pilgrim that the utterances from the 
point of view of authority would be 
almost treason. 


Side by aide in tbe parks with the 


peace pleaders are the recruit plead- 
ers, who extol the glories of tbe em- 
pire, the righteousness of the war and 
the necessity for filling up the ranks 
at tbe front as fast as they are de- 
pleted. 


I attended morning service on East- 


er day in St. Paul's cathedral. 
The 


words of tbe ante-communion service 
barely had been Intoned before a 
voice, high pitched, rose from the cen- 
ter of the great edifice interrupting the 
service and directing the attention of 
the praying congregation to an anti- 
war meeting which was to be held in 
Hyde park that afternoon. The dean 
had left tbe altar to go to the pulpit. 
He paid no attention to the voice that 
was raised in the midst of the thou- 
sands of people in the edifice. 


Two soldiers among the worshipers 


sprang at the man who bad Interrupt- 
ed the service, but, quick as they 
were, two vergers, or sextons as we 
call them in America, were quicker 
and had the intruder by the collar and 
tbe slack of his trousers and were 
making him walk in the so-called 
Spanish fashion toward tbe nearest 
entrance. This Incident was consid- 
ered hardly strange or interesting 
enough for comment by the London 
newspapers, for they gave it only one 
line mention, and yet such a thing in 
the United States would probably have 
been given a column.

"HICCOUGHS OF THE SEA" 


Scientists Explain Frequent Reports 


of Cannonading Heard In the 


North Sea. 


Paris.—The frequent reports, which 


subsequently were not confirmed, that 
heavy cannonading had been heard in 
the North sea, have led to an investi- 
gation by scientists. It was thus dis- 
closed that the reports of detonations 
were authentic, although no firing took 
place. 


Scientists who were on the lookout 


for a repetition of this phenomenon 
were rewarded by hearing loud detona- 
tions off the coast on a day when It 
was known that no naval action what- 
ever was in'tprogress. This phenome- 
non was noted along the French coast, 
off the Department of Pas-de-Calals. 
Abbe Morenx of the observatory at 
Bourges came to the conclusion that 
these loud reports were simply what 
the Belgians call "mlstpoeffers," or ex 
plosions of fog. They are called "hic- 
coughs of the sea" in Holland, and 
sometimes are referred to as marine 
bombs. The same phenomenon has 
been observed on the banks of the 
great lakes and on the.great plains of 
the Delta of the Ganges. 


After^he theory that these detona- 


tions wore produced by artillery had 
been discarded, it was thought possible 
that they were the result of electrical 
discharges. Finally Abbe Moreux no- 
ticed that the appearance of this phe- 
nomenon was generally simultaneous 
with reports of explosions of firedamp 
In mines. 


The electrical action of the sun upon 


the surface of the earth, the abbe says, 
provokes movements favorable to the 
expansion of Imprisoned gases where- 
ever there are fissures in the crust. 


These gases, liberated from their 


prisons, explode and cause at the same 
time explosions of firedamp and earth- 
quakes. The abbe pointed out that 
earthquakes are always preceded by 
noises resembling distant detonations 
of Artillery. Vibrating shocks originat- 
ing in the interior of the crust of the 
earth may produce sonorous waves, 
which are quite perceptible if the at- 
mosphere Is In repose. 


Abbe Moreux says that meteoro- 


logical conditions do not, as has been 
supposed, cause the phenomenon, al- 
though they may favor its production.

In the hospital the men lay close 


together on the bare floor or on straw 
stuffed mattresses. 
As any doctor 


knows, straw mattresses are Elyslan 
fields for insects. 


At Uekub, where two of Lady Pa- 


get's mission have died of typhus, af- 
fairs were found to be no better. 
There reports of conditions farther 
north began to come through. In Val- 
Jevo alone there are nearly 4,000 cases 
of typhus. More than forty Serbian 
doctors have succumbed in the last 
two months and nobody has yet com- 
puted the number of patients who 
have died. 


In Nlsh, at the second reserve 


camp for Austrian prisoners, men have 
been dying like files, and the last of 
the Austrian' doctors was stricken 
three days ago. Needless to say, in 
a country overwhelmed with its own 
problem its prisoners fare no better 
than the rest 


Only the Austrian officers seem to 


enjoy any comfort That they are not 
altogether miserable is evidenced by 
the fact that on the day Sir Thomas 
Llpton and a group of friends went 
out to visit the Interned officers only 
a few of them were up, although it 
was three o'clock in the afternoon. 
The Serbian colonel in command of 
the quarters where 635 officers are pris- 
oners explained Indulgently that the 
previous night had been "what you 
English call an evening of it." As 
three of the officers were from the 
opera company at Budapest and four 
were from the Bohemian opera com- 
pany at Prague, there had been a con- 
cert, and the three francs' daily allow- 
ance given the prisoners had been 
made to yield wine enough to accdunt 
for the next days' late hours. With 
the common soldiers it is different.

otic Serb will tell you. Is a wretchedly 
dirty town. In normal times Its popu- 
lation is 20,000. 
Now It has more 


than 100,000. Refugees sleep in the 
streets. A bed in the worst hotel in 
town la likely to be yours only as the 
spoils of war after you have called in 
the ministry of foreign affairs and ex- 
press before the hotel keeper an abso- 
lute Indifference as to price. What 
yon get for your trouble la often a 
room on the courtyard, and likely as 
not the court is used by the cook, who 
buys his Iambs bleating and brings 
them alive from the market in the 
Prince Mlchell square.

The American learned long ago that 
woman was man's superior, certainly 
In moral courage and very likely, 
when the pinch comes, in physical 
courage. I have heard it said in Lon- 
don that this war Is bound to change 
the view tbat the Englishman for cen- 
turies has taken of the Englishwoman1 


and, 
for that matter, of the woman 


of every other nation on earth.

"There Is a fear that after the war 


is over, and the millions of men now 
at the front have returned to peacefu' 
industry, we shall be unable to com 
pete with the cheap labor of Europe 
and that in consequence we shall lose 
whatever trade in manufactured goods 
we may have been able to develop 
during the military preoccupation of 
Germany and England, who are our 
chief competitors. 


"It has been calculated that if the 


war lasts a year, or until the first 01 
August next, the national debt of tin 
belligerent nations will approximate 
$42,000,000.000 
Adding to this the 


indebtedness of cities and other polit 
leal sub-divisions of the countries a' 
war, there is a total of probably noi 
less tban fifty billion dollars, the In 
terest on, and emortization of which 
will have to be provided for by taxes 
which will be laid upon an aggregate 
population of about 350,000,000 per 
sons. 
This 
population, therefore 


faces an Indebtedness of about $150 
per capita. 


"The United States department o: 


commerce has lust completed an in 
vesttgation into the national, state 
and municipal indebtedness of 
the 


United States. Its figures indicate 
that the total political debt of this 
country, less sinking funds, 1. e., ne 
debt, Is $4,050.467,713, or about $48 51 
per capita for a population estimated 
at one hundred millions. 


"This comparison between the po- 


litical debt of Europe and that of thi 
United States is. introduced because 
it brings Into relief the most 1m 
portant question to be considered in 
connection with the future 
Are the 


people willing and able to submit t 
the heavy taxation which will be nee 
essary to support the Integrity of the 
enormous debt with which the war 
has saddled them and their poster 
ity? It not, a partial or entire de- 
fault will occur, and the result wil 
be general financial demoralization 
which will restrict trade throughou 
the world, whether it be intranatloii 
al or International. 


"There are, however, two differen 


methods which may be followed by 
nations which find themselves una 
ble to meet their political or natlona 
debts. One Is direct repudiation and 
formal refusal to pay. The adoption 
of this method seems unlikely. The 
other method that may be followed 
by the nations unable or willing to 
meet their national debts, In in<U 
tton, or the legalisation of an irre- 
deemable 
paper 
currency, which 


gradually depreciates In value as 
compared with real property and so 
defers or gradually wipes out the 
obligations ot the Issuing govern 
ment to its creditors. 
Unless this 


paper currency be ultimately redeem 
ed la gold the effect I* » cancellation 
ot the obligations of the debtor to 
the creditor clan aad confession of 
practical bankruptcy.

But Curtis invariably made 
the mistake, so his professed victims 
allege, of falling to "divine" anything 
except* fresh crops of "suckers " It 
is true his machine, the business end 
of which hung at the end of a very 
sensitive spiral spring, would answer 
"yes" to questions by bobbing up and 
down, or "no" by remaining still, Ira'

Lon- 
don expects a visit from the Zeppelins 
and vigilance is in no wise relaxed. 
The old words of the hymn, "Watch- 
man, What of the Night?" constantly 
recur to one who walk* the gloom- 
shrouded streets. 


London at night, however, 1* not 


wholly dark. Today, or should one 
say tonight, there is one light where 
once there were ten, but the one suf- 
fices to allow the stroller to pick his 
way and to avoid tbe street corner pit- 
falls. There are gun* (till pointing 
skyward from many * London root. 
They are harmless looking weapons 
from the viewpoint ot the street, but 
they are of long range and are- uald 
to be of deadly precision. 


Thus far, or at any rate up to the 


time of this writing, London has been 
immune from the attacks of aircraft. 
What may befall some night no one 
knows. The signs ot warning are still 
posted along the street*. The. city 
dwellers are toldjhot only to beware 
of the bombs of an enemy but of the 
falling fragments of the shell* .of the 
home guns exploding In the pathway* 
of the aeronaut invaders.
